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notices this event in a quaint apologetic strain. 
Baltzar was much beloved by all the friends of 
music — "his company was thereupon desired: 
and company, especially musical company, de- 
lighting in drinking, made him drink more than 
ordinary, which brought him to his grave." 
Baltzar was clearly a victim, and immolated him- 
self on the altar of boon companionship. Being 
musical he drank, and drinking he died ; and thus 
the world lost a genius who possessed naturally a 
disposition towards temperance and all the cardinal 
virtues : at least so Antony Wood would persuade 
us. The apparition of Baltzar must have been 
even more astonishing than that of Paganini in 
our own day. He surprised our innocent ancestors 
just when after sawing madrigals they fancied 
that they had been performing instrumental 
music !

besides that the proprietor has to enter into large 
recognizances to the Queen, and is subject to penalties 
of £20 and upwards, for omitting any one of the 
multifarious requirements of the Stamp Act. 

This amount, £18 4s. 6d. (were the Taxes repealed), 
might be spent in improving the work or lowering its 
price. It is incumbent upon all who desire the ex- 
tension of Education, to protest, on every possible 
opportunity, against the continuance of the Taxes on 
Knowledge, especially by a Legislature which pro- 
fesses to encourage Learning. 



IMPORTANT POSTAL FACILITY. 

Postage on Music, Books,&c. — A Treasury warrant 
dated January 29th, has been issued regulating the 
sending of Books, Music, Publications and Works of 
Art, through the Post Office. — " Every packet not ex- 
ceeding lib. in weight shall be charged 6d. ; not 
exceeding 21bs., Is. ; and for every additional pound 
over 21bs., an additional 6d. ; every additional fraction 
to be charged as a pound. No packet to exceed in 
length, breadth, or depth, two feet in dimensions. 
All such packages to be prepaid by stamps affixed on 
the outside, near the address. Every such packet to 
be sent without a cover, open at the ends or sides. 
Any officer of the Post Office to have the power of 
delaying the transmission of such packets for the space 
of 24 hours after the time in which the same ought to 
be despatched in due course of the post. The warrant 
not to affect the transmission by post of the votes and 
proceedings of Parliament, nor British newspapers, 
nor to extend to places beyond sea. If the packets be 
sent without postage-stamps, to be charged double 
postage, or where the stamps are insufficient double 



postage for the difference of value. The packets to 
contain no sealed or unsealed letter or sealed enclosure 
If the provisions of the warrant be not complied with, 
the packet may be opened and forwarded to the ad- 
dress or returned to the sender ; the warrant to come 
into operation on the 1st of March. There will be no 
restriction as to writing on the pages. These may be 
covered with marginal notes without offence to the 
Post Office or obstacle to the transmission of the book." 
The Athenteum informs us that even more than this 
will be permitted. " A person will be allowed to send 
by the book-post any quantity of paper whether 
printed, written upon (still providing that the writing 
is not mere epistolary correspondence) — or plain ; 
together with all legitimate mounting, binding, or 
carving ; including also rollers in the case of prints ; 
and, in short, whatever is necessary for safe transmis- 
sion of literature or artistic matter."

Brief Chronicle of the last flfamth. 



Mr. Neate's Classical Soirees. — Mr. Neate, the 
distinguished pianist, has commenced a series of 
classical concerts, in the course of which he purposes 
to introduce the principal pianoforte compositions 
and instrumental quartetts of the great masters. The 
taste and judgment with which the programme of 
the first concert was selected, are in keeping with the 
fine talent exhibited by Mr, Neate in the reading and 
execution of the portion of the programme which fell 
to his share. He was assisted by Messrs. Sainton, 
Cooper, Hill, and Piatti. In our next number, we 
intend to enter more into detail about these interesting 
and thoroughly classical entertainments. 

Mr. Aguilar's Soirees Musicales. — The third 
and last soiree announced by Mr. Aguilar, was held 
on the 13th of February. The intention of the pro- 
jector of these entertainments, was to give his patrons 
and friends an opportunity of hearing Beethoven's 
works rendered in a manner, which their high cha- 
racter demands. It is not too much to state that the 
fulfilment of that intention, is the practical result of 
the experiment. Mr. Aguilar, himself, having devoted 
his attention generally to the pianoforte works of the 
great master, was enabled to realize in them many 
beauties, which before had been less prominently 
developed. 

Mr. W. Sterndale Bennett's Performances op 
Classical Pianoforte Music — The second perform- 
ance took place at the Hanover Square Rooms, on 
Tuesday, February the 24th. Mr. Bennett performed 
with beautiful precision, clearness, and taste, and with 
a touch that drew out all the finest tones of the piano- 
forte, Hummel's quintett in E flat minor, pieces by 
Paradies and Handel, a concerto in A minor by 
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Sebastian Bach (with an exquisite slow movement in 
which the flute and pianoforte part fascinated the 
audience), a sonata of Beethoven, for piano and violin 
(No. 1 of the Salieri set), and a variety of other things 
in the highest taste of good music. A crowded au- 
dience appreciated the excellence of the things set 
before them, by the most attentive listening. The 
interest of all hearers was raised to a pitch which 
afforded evidence of the progress of high art. All 
the players received applause, but Mr. Sterndale 
Bennett most deservedly, and in particular. 

The Cecilian Society. — This long-established 
association of amateurs gave a performance of De- 
borah, on the 5th, under the direction of Mr. Shou- 
bridge, the new conductor. Mr. Gadsby having been 
outvoted from the post which Mr. Shoubridge held, 
has now returned to the orchestra as a vocalist, a 
position in which his services are eminently valuable. 
We must congratulate him upon the eificient manner 
in which he performed the duties of the conductor's 
office, during the short tenure of it. The choruses 
and orchestra deserve praise for the laudable zeal and 
attention manifested in the performance of this 
oratorio. 

Mr. Handel Gear's Soirees Musicales. — This 
gentleman gave the first of a series of this description 
of entertainment, which is now becoming very much 
the fashion, at his residence, Saville Row, on the 
10th. The artists engaged to give effect to the pro- 
gramme, were of a highly satisfactory calibre. Mr. 
H. Gear introduced a ballad of his own, which he 
sang with the ability of a musician. The conductor- 
ship was divided between the entrepreneur, Signor 
Biletti, and Mr. J. H. Griesbach. The attendance 
was numerous, and of a fashionable kind. 

The Blind School Musical Performance. — The 
monthly performance of sacred music by the pupils 
of the Blind School, St. George's Fields, took place on 
the 18th, in the presence of a select company, who 
manifested the greatest interest in the advancement 
made by the pupils in the musical art. 

Mr. F. Salabert's Annual Evening Concert took 
place on the 17th of February, at the Mortimer Street 
Concert Rooms, under the direction of Signor Vera, 
Fossi, and Herr Anchuez. 

British School Rooms, Islington. — Mr. Wesley 
gave a concert here on the 23rd, at which he officiated 
as conductor. The names of the artists engaged were 
of a kind to ensure an entertainment of more than 
usual attraction. An efficient madrigal choir was 
among the features of the concert. 

Paddington Sacred Harmonic Society. — A new 
association, under this title, has been established in the 
locality of Paddington. The first performance was 
given recently. Mr. Holderness was the conductor, 
Mr. Rowley the leader. The entertainment was of a 
very creditable description. 

St. Mary's Choral Society, Spitalfields. — A 
performance of sacred music was recently given by 
the members of this society. The programme con- 
sisted of selections from the works of Handel, Haydn, 
&c, and from those which have appeared in the 
"Musical Times." The solo parts were exceedingly 
well sung ; the choruses were rendered with precision. 
Mr. George Carter presided; Mr. T. Gillett conducted. 



The second of the Monthly Concerts of Ancient 
and Modern Music, took place on the 18th, under 
Mr. Hnllah's direction. Beethoven's Mass in C, and 
his " Choral Fantasia," formed portion of a well- 
selected programme. The vocal part of the concert 
was well sustained, both in a solo and choral point of 
view. 

University of Dublin Choral Society. — This 
society held a musical meeting on the 1 7th of February, 
under the direction of R. S. Stewart, Esq., Mus. Doc, 
in the University of Dublin. The entertainment com- 
prised a selection from Der Freischutz, including 
the spirited Overture, and some of the works of 
Handel, Meyerbeer, &c. A madrigal by Dr. Stewart 
was also performed. This society was established in 
1837, and appears to be in a very prosperous condition. 

Concert at Rotherham. — Mrs. R. T. Barras (late 
Miss Saunders), made her first appearance since her 
marriage, at a concert given in this town, on the 16th 
of February. The materials chosen for the entertain- 
ment were of a superior description, and the benefi- 
ciaire received a cordial welcome from her audience. 
Notwithstanding the inclement state of the weather, 
and many counter-attractions in the same locality, 
several persons failed to obtain admission — a circum- 
stance of no ordinary occurrence in these days of 
anti-musical patronage. 

The Devon and Cornwall Philharmonic Society 
gave its second concert on the 21st of January, at St. 
George's Hall, Plymouth. Some of the works of the 
best composers were played by an assemblage of 
professional and amateur performers. Mr. Smyth con- 
ducted; Mr. Henry Reed led. Sir W. Snow Harris 
is the chairman of the Musical Committee. 

The Second Soiree of the Lynn Musical Union was 
held at the Albion Hall. A well selected programme 
was interpreted under the direction of Mrs. Henry 
Wallach ; leader, Mr. Bray. 

Loss of the Amazon. — The Amateur Instrumental 
and Vocal Societies of Ledbury, Herefordshire, gave a 
public concert in the Assembly Room, George Hotel, 
on February the 6th, to an audience of upwards of 
300 persons. The programme was well selected. 
The proceeds, ( £22 2s. Od. ) have been forwarded to 
the Mayor of Southampton, to be added to the Amazon 
Fund. 

Ely Glee and Madrigal Society. — This society 
gave its first performance on the 27th of January, at 
the Bell Inn, under the direction of Mr. R. Jones, 
organist of the cathedral. An excellent selection of 
glees, &c, some of which have appeared in our 
journal, was ably sung ; Bishop's " Sleep, gentle 
lady," and Purcell's catch, "Look, neighbours," were 
re-demanded. The concert was eminently successful, 
a fact which offers encouragement to the members of this 
new society to proceed with zeal in their undertaking. 

The Aberdeen Harmonic Choir. — This body held 
a social meeting, with a select number of their friends, 
in Meston's Hall, on the evening of Friday last. In 
the course of the evening, Mr. Carnie, the leader, was 
made the subject of an agreeable surprise, by receiving 
from the ladies of the choir an elegant Rosewood 
Portable Writing-desk, as a small token of their esteem. 
Several madrigals were sung. The society numbers 
forty members, and appears to be in a prosperous 
state. 
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The Strand Harmonic Society gave their first 
concert on February 12th, at the Subscription Rooms, 
Strand, under the direction of Mr. Daniel Hill. The 
programme consisted of a selection of glees and ma- 
drigals, all from The Musical Times, ( with the excep- 
tion of a glee by the conductor) . The society numbers 
about thirty members, the majority of whom have 
received their musical instruction from Mr. Hill. 

Royston Choral Society. — The members of this 
society offered a great musical treat, on the 20th of 
January, to their subscribers : the programme consisted 
of works from the classical repertoire of Beethoven, 
Mozart, &c. The concerted music was performed in 
a very praiseworthy manner by the members, under 
the direction of Mr. C. E. Horsley and Miss Pickering, 
who presided at the pianoforte. 

Wantage. — The children of the Wantage Parochial 
Schools having assembled on the 4th of February, to 
partake of a customary festivity, the choir-boys, assisted 
by some adult voices, regaled the audience with an 
unexpected concert. The programme was chiefly 
selected from works which have appeared in our pages. 

Weber. — The widow of the late Carl Maria Von 
Weber, being desirous to present the original scores of 
the operas, Euryanthe, Der Freischutz, and Oberon, to 
the reigning sovereigns of the respective countries in 
which they were produced, the Emperor of Austria, in 
whose possession they have hitherto remained, has 
caused them to be forwarded to the widow. — Euryanthe 
is intended for the King of Saxony ; Der Freischutz 
for the King of Prussia ; and Oberon for the Queen of 
England. 

Death of an Aged Musician. — The oldest of 
pianists, and perhaps of musicians, M. Elie Kurlaender, 
has just died at Prague, in the hundredth year of his 
age. The deceased pianist was born in Koenigsburg, 
in Prussia, and passed the greater portion of his life at 
Berlin. He was one of the first music-masters of the 
renowned Meyerbeer. 

New Oratorio. — The Cambridge Chronicle an- 
nounces a new oratorio by Dr. Dearie, a native of 
Cambridge. The composer has chosen for his subject 
Israel in the Wilderness. 

Monument to Weber. — The committee for the 
erection of a monument to the memory of the cele- 
brated Carl Maria Von Weber, notwithstanding that 
the necessary funds are wanting, has been so bold 
confiding in the patriotism of the Germans, as to order 
the execution of the statue of the great musician, by 
the hand of Professor Feitschel, which will afterwards 
be cast in bronze. Will England not join in the sub 
scription ! England, to which country Weber devoted 
his never-forgotten Oberon.
